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Detailed Action 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-33 are pending. This action is in response to the remarks received 
April 26, 2006. 



Response to Arguments 

The rejection of claims 1-2, 4-5, 7, 9, 11-16, and 18-21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Togher et al. (US 5,375,055) is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments filed April 26, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to the arguments concerning the previously rejected claims the 
following comments are made: 

Applicant alleges that the prior art made of record fails to teach an anonymous 
trading system. The examiner disagrees with applicant's representative since Togher 
teaches an anonymous trading system when he discloses an anonymous trading 
system identifies the best bids and offers from those counterparties with which each 
party is currently eligible to deal, while maintaining the anonymity of the potential 
counterparty and the confidentiality of any specific credit limitations imposed by the 
anonymous potential counterparty (col. 2. lines 14-30: abstract ). In other words, Togher 
discloses each client site has no way to determine, prior to committing to buy or sell at a 
displayed price from one or more anonymous counterparties, whether it is in fact eligible 
to respond to any of the bids or offers currently being displayed. 
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Upon a closer examination, Examiner noticed the only Interview Summary of the 
previous Examiner of February 14, 2005 indicated that " Discussed dictionary definitions 
in last office actions; Atty. Ragusa indicated that claims would be amended to more 
closely define the inventive steps pertaining to anonymous and non-anonymous and 
substantially the same price." Examiner notices that there is not indication of the 
arguments that Applicant's representative stated in the remarks of April 26, 2006. For 
clarification, Examiner attached the interview summary with this office action. 

Furthermore, Examiner only discussed Togher based on the arguments of the 
Applicant's representative. Thus, as stand the previous rejections are maintained. 

With regards to the claims rejected as taught by Togher, the examiner would like 
to point out that the reference teaches the claimed limitations and thus provides 
adequate support for the claimed limitations. Therefore, the examiner maintains that 
Togher taught the claimed limitations.
